Tailor Bird's Ingenuity. 
The tailor bird. an Kant Indian 
warbler, is peculiar mainly in his 
nest-making. 
The actual structure 
of his ingenious cradle has never 
been scientifically observed, It is 
said, although tailor birds are com­ 
mon. remarks the Detroit News. He 
either pews u dead leaf to a living 
one or Joins two neighboring leaves 
together so as to form a kind of 
hanging pouch, which remains at­ 
tached to tile branch by the leaf 
stalk of one or both leaves. 
The 
threads which the tailor bird uses 
consist generally of twisted vege 
table 
fibers or of 
actual 
cotton 
threads, the bill serving for needle 
in puncturing holes in the leaves 
and in drawing the threads through 
Occasionally, if a large enough leaf 
be found the nest may be formed 
by Joining together the free edges 
of the leaf.

service. 
The 
water in the pool is constantly 
changed and the water is also 
purified 
by 
chlorine 
capsules 
which are occasionally dropped 
in the water. 
The pool itself is 
ideally built, with separate depths 
fully protected, for all sizes and 
classes of bathers. 
Yesterday the 
bathers ranged from small tots 
of about four years old to tired 
business men 
who 
left 
their 
scalp covering behind years ago. 
The costumes of the ladies who 
patronize the pool are very be­ 
coming without in the least being 
daring. 
The superintendent of 
the park was very high in his 
praise yesterday of the conduct of 
jthe crowds that daily throng the 
[pool, stating that every one so 
far has behaved with the greatest 
decorum. 
The rules 
governing bathers 
were posted yesterday 
and 
are 
very complete, yet allowing suffi­ 
cient privileges to insure a good 
time to all who attend. 
The sub­ 
stance of the rules is as follows: 
The charge for adults, which 
includes the use of the showers 
is 15 cents. 
Towels are 5 cents 
each. 
Swim with suit and towel 
furnished is 40 cents for adults. 
Children under 12 years with own 
suit IO cents. 
Towels 5 cents. If 
suits and towels are furnished 
the price is 35 cents. 
All bathers shall use shower 
baths before entering the water. 
Spitting in the pool, on floors, 
runways, 
aisles 
and 
dressing 
rooms, or contaminating the pool 
in any way is strictly prohibit­ 
ed. 
Persons having any skin erup­ 
tion. or wearing 
bandages, 
or 
having coughs, colds, or inflam­ 
ed eyes are not allowed to use 
the pool. 
Profane or boisterous la n g u a g e 
in the main house or pool is pro­ 
hibited. 
AH bathing suits must 
be of 
standard type, of fast colors and 
be approved by the attendant of 
the pool, otherwise the bather 
will be excluded from the use 
of the pool. 
Eating in the bath house or 
within the pool enclosure is pro­ 
hibited. 
Bringing or throwing into the 
pool any objects that may carry 
contamination. 
endanger 
the 
safety of the bathers, or produce 
unsightliness is prohibited.
